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Grandfather thrown through 
window in road rage fracas 


POLICE are investigating after a grandfa¬ 
ther was thrown through the window of a 
charity shop after a road rage bust-up. 

The 66-year-old man was apparently tailgated by a 
lorry for eight miles between Chard and Crewkerne, 
Somerset. 

But when he stopped to challenge the trucker a fra¬ 
cas broke out and he was hurled through the window 
of The Children's Society shop in Crewkerne. 

He needed stitches but his injuries are not thought 
to be serious. 

Writing on Facebook, witness Sandra Shore said the 
victim had his wife and three-year-old granddaughter 
in the vehicle at the time. 

She said: "The retired man got out of his car and 
asked (politely) the haulage driver if there was a prob¬ 
lem. 


"Without further comment the haulage driver got out 
of his cab, picked up the retired driver and promptly 
threw him through the Children's Society shop win¬ 
dow. 

"Naturally the window shattered and the man re¬ 
ceived multiple injuries to his right arm and two very 
large cuts on his face and neck, narrowly missing his 
carotid artery. 

"The haulage driver, on speaking to the police said, 
‘it wasn't my fault’ - excuse me - no one else threw 
this person through the window. As yet, I have not 
heard how the first driver is, or how traumatised his 
wife and grandchild are." 

A spokesperson from Avon and Somerset Constab¬ 
ulary said they were called to a disturbance at about 
3pm on Friday, June 24th in Crewkerne. 

They said: "There was a scuffle between the two 
which resulted in the car driver falling through a plate 


glass window of a charity shop. 

"The car driver required stiches at the Yeovil District 
Hospital. 

"The lorry driver got back in his lorry and waited 
for the police to arrive. He has agreed to voluntarily 
attend a police station to provide a statement." 

As a result of the scuffle, the charity had to get rid 
of more than £500 worth of stock after glass showered 
through the window. 

A spokesperson for The Children's Society said: "It's 
saddening and unfortunate that damage was caused to 
our charity shop as a result of an incident that the po¬ 
lice are investigating." 

Police said they are keen to hear from anyone who 
was in the area at the time of the incident on Friday, 
June 24th. They should call 101, quoting reference 
5216138342. 


Post Office to open in 
new home next month 

CREWERNE Post Office will reopen in new prem¬ 
ises on Tuesday, August 16th, it has been an¬ 
nounced.

Tuesday morning, saying the opening will be at 
1pm at Dailyz Tech, 11 Market Street. 

Crewkerne Post Office has been closed since 
January because the landlord requested vacant 
possession of the then premises in East Street 

A modern, open-plan branch with “significantly 
extended opening hours" will open within the 
premises of Dailyz Tech, a family-run shop which 
specialises in phones and computers, games 
equipment and repairs. 

Post Office services will be delivered from 
three modern counters - one full-screened, one 
open-planned and another open-plan counter 
integrated into the retail counter of the store. 

Service will be provided throughout the shop's 
opening hours: Monday - Saturday: 9am - 8pm 
and Sunday: 10am - 8pm. 

This will be an extra 10 hours a week of Post 
Office service than previously offered including 
all-day Sunday. 

Sue Whittall, Post Office Regional Network 
Manager, said: “We are delighted to soon be 
restoring Post Office services to Crewkerne. Just 
like the vast majority of branches, this branch will 
be run alongside the operator's retail businesses, 
which helps the sustainability of the branch and 
its long-term future. 

“During public consultation we received a num¬ 
ber of comments from customers and local rep¬ 
resentatives, mainly in support of our plans, as 
the community welcomed the restoration of 
Post Office services in the local area. 

“There were, however concerns, regarding the 
poor lighting at the new location. 

“As a result, new lighting will be fitted through¬ 
out the shop."

I have always been a Eurosceptic, my view rein¬ 
forced by the immoral profligacy and sheer greed 
of those on the Brussels gravy train.

Woman jailed for six 
years after causing 
death on A35 

A WOMAN who caused the death of a 59-year- 
old woman in a head-on collision near Axminster, 
after taking drugs, has been jailed for six years. 

Natalie Roach, 29 and of Lyme Regis, was sen¬ 
tenced at Dorchester Crown Court last Friday 
(July 1st), after pleading guilty at an earlier hear¬ 
ing to causing death by careless driving while 
over the prescribed limit of a specified drug - 
cannabis, and a second similar count for Ben- 
zoylecgonine which is a cocaine metabolite. 

She was also disqualified from driving for five 
years and told she would have to take an ex¬ 
tended retest before getting her licence back. 

The court heard that at around 2.35pm on Sun¬ 
day, March 15th 2015, a two-vehicle fatal road traf¬ 
fic collision occurred on 
the A35 close to Scott's 
Lane in Monkton Wyld, 
near Raymond's Hill. 

Roach was driving a 
blue Peugeot 206 car 
towards Axminster 
when she crossed onto 
the wrong side of the 
road crashing into a sil¬ 
ver Toyota Prius car 
that was being driven 
in the opposite direc¬ 
tion by Neil Osborn. 

Neil, 66, of Louth in 
Lincolnshire, sus¬ 
tained serious injuries 
in the collision. His 
wife, 59-year-old 
Stella, died from her in¬ 
juries at the scene. 

Police Sergeant Joe 
Pardey, of Dorset Po¬ 
lice's Road Traffic Unit, 
said: "Driving while in¬ 
toxicated through al¬ 
cohol or drugs has 
huge effects on a dri¬ 
ver's ability to drive. 

"Dorset Police will 
continue to detect, en¬ 
force and charge those 
found to be commit¬ 
ting drink and drug 
driving offences."

Day of family activities at Chard Reservoir 


SOMERSET schoolchildren have been down on 
the farm at an open day set up by Somerset County 
Council to increase their understanding of how 
food gets from “Field to Fork”. 

More than 210 children from seven Somerset 
schools - Hinton St George, Neroche, St Barts, 
South Petherton Infants & Juniors, Kingsbury 
Episcopi and Ash - spent the day at Frogmary 
Green Farm in South Petherton, seeing how farm 
food production is linked to the food on their plates 
and the rural environment they live in. 

The farm, owned by Nick and Claire Bragg, is 
funded by Somerset County Council to run school 
visits as part of its “Field to Fork” project. The vis¬ 
its are led by members of the farm team in con¬ 
junction with Somerset Play Forum. 

The idea of “Field to Fork” in Somerset grew out 
of the Infant School Meals Strategy set up by Pub¬ 
lic Health at Somerset County Council in 2014/15 
to equip schools to be able to cook or serve school 
meals. 

Somerset Public Health are keen to help schools, 
children and young people understand the associ¬ 
ation between school meals, food production, 
cooking and healthy eating as part of broader work 
to reduce excess weight in children. 

Councillor Anna Groskop, Cabinet member for 
health and wellbeing, said: “We want to achieve 
better health for our families and residents. As a 
rural county there are wonderful opportunities 
available to us, more so than in many other parts 
of the country. 

“The ‘Field to Fork’ project is a wonderful ex¬ 
ample of how we can explore these opportunities 


and help Somerset thrive through close partnership 
working with our communities.” 

The heart of the Field to Fork project will revolve 
around a proposed Fearning Hub based on the 
farm site. When built, the hub will offer an all- 
weather outdoor classroom facility for up to 25 
people, a vegetable garden and fruit area with 
greenhouse, outdoor storage, compost area and toi¬ 
lets. 

The Frogmary Green site also offers a teaching 
kitchen and conference rooms for events and train¬ 
ing programmes.

SOMERSET people over the age of 40 are being 
offered a free mid-life MOT health check. 

The health checks take place in the mobile NHS 
Health Check clinic, are are about trying to dis¬ 
cover disease and long-term chronic illness before 
they become a problem, focusing on some of the 
really big illnesses such as stroke, dementia, heart 
disease and chronic kidney disease. 

In the early stages there may not be many symp¬ 
toms and people may not know about their risk 
factors. 

Councillor Anna Groskop, Cabinet member with 
responsibility for health and wellbeing at Somerset 
County Council, said: “Eighty to 90 per cent of 
cardiovascular disease is preventable in people 
under the age of 75. 

“Through modest lifestyle changes the ‘big 
killer’ conditions can often be delayed, enabling 
people to live healthier and more independently 
well into their older age. 

“The mobile clinic provides easier, accessible 
services for everyone and particularly those who 
find it difficult to visit GP surgeries, pharmacies 
and community centres where the service is deliv¬ 
ered. It is all part of our wider vision that Somerset 
is a safer and healthier place to live and work.” 

Trudi Grant, Somerset’s director of Public 
Health, added: “We have a bold vision for Somer¬ 
set - better health for all. To achieve this we all 
need to play our part and take responsibility for our 
own health and wellbeing. 

“One great way to do this as we hit 40 years plus 
is to take up the offer of a free NHS Health 
Check.” 


To be eligible for the health checks you need to: 

• Be registered with a Somerset GP or resident in 
Somerset; 

• Have not being treated by your GP for an exist¬ 
ing diagnosed vascular condition; 

• Have not had an NHS Health check in the last 
five years.

Spellbinding cinematic acoustic 
guitar at the Marine Tlieatre 


THERE will be a rare - and possi¬ 
bly last chance - opportunity to see 
James Blackshaw perform live at 
the Marine Theatre on Wednesday, 
July 27th before he hangs up his 
touring boots for the near future. 
He plays in Lyme Regis en route to 
the Port Elliot festival, his last 
scheduled date. 

Expect long instrumental tracks, 
sounds that transport you some¬ 
where else - hypnotic, layered and 
cinematic. He also sings on a few 
tracks, but his music is all about the 
atmosphere and otherworldly space 
created by one man and a guitar. 

James performs celestial and spirit¬ 
lifting guitar-led compositions. Med¬ 
itative in quality, cinematic in scope, 
his music spirals gracefully across 
complex patterns, motifs and har¬ 
monics. He made his name as a 12- 
string acoustic guitarist, and his 
relationship with the instmment is 
near perfect. With an extensive back 
catalogue to his name on labels like 
Young God, Tompkins Square and 
Important Records, he has developed 
a unique playing style that takes 
Takoma school finger-picking into 
an entirely new place. Swirling over¬ 
tones, cascading notes and a thou¬ 
sand points of light cascade from his 
guitar and create ever-shifting tex¬ 
tures that bear the influence of con¬ 
temporary classical composition, 
post-rock dynamics and invisible 
soundtracks as much as the Ameri¬ 
can folk guitar tradition. 

Despite his transcendent state 


music he is a grounded and earthly 
fellow who has been written about 
with reverence and has played 
churches, festivals, folk clubs and 
large concert halls on his many 
travels in the US, Europe and 
Japan. These have included exten¬ 
sive touring with the reformed 
Swans, as well as collaborative per¬ 
formances with Hauschka and 
Nancy Elizabeth. He performs and 
records as a member of Current 
93and with Jozef Van Wissem as 
Brethren of The Free Spirit. 

His latest record, Summoning 
Suns, is his tenth studio album and 
the first recording to feature his 
voice. Drawing inspiration from 
60s and 70s singer-songwriters, 
baroque/orchestral pop and folk 
music, while still sounding contem¬ 
porary, Summoning Suns is Black¬ 
shaw’s foray into more traditional 
forms of songcraft. He sings in a 


gentle but assured style, occasion¬ 
ally reminiscent of Harry Nilsson, 
Jim O’Rourke and Elliott Smith, 
while his words combine personal 
experiences, neuroses and fantasy 
through many layers of abstraction, 
poeticism and dark humour. While 
the deft fingerpicking is still a 
prominent part of the sound, the 
songs are lushly and intricately 
arranged for drums, bass, piano, vi¬ 
olin, flute and pedal steel guitar and 
features contributions from Simon 
Scott (Slowdive), Annie Nilsson 
and Japanese musicians Mori Wa 
Ikiteiru and Kaoru Noda (with 
whom he duets in Japanese on one 
song).

“Some theatre goers have bought season tick¬ 
ets to see all 12 plays this year because they 
know that they are seeing the very best cast, 
sets and production standards, which normally 
they would have to travel to London for. 

“It’s wonderful to see the Manor Pavilion 
Theatre thriving and our ticket sales for all our 
productions have doubled over the last five 
years. This is down to the hard work of the 
staff and the conviction that East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council has by investing in this wonderful 
theatre at a time when most councils would cut 
back this area of work.”

A century of entertaining Yeovil 

Yeovil knows how to enjoy itself and has been 
making sure that it is well entertained for at least 
the last 100 years. For 40 of those, the Johnson 
Hall/Octagon Theatre has been the centre for every¬ 
thing from wrestling to opera. 

On July 10th, the Octagon presents an unprecedented 
show combining old films, live music and the memo¬ 
ries of local people and well-known performers. 

The show is the result of a partnership between 
the Octagon, Yeovil Amateur Operatic Society and 
media charity Windrose Rural Media Trust and 
Amanda Boyd. With the support of the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, they have undertaken a project to 
create an archive of Yeovil entertainment; delving 
into the past and also looking to the future.

HIGH definition design meets highly 
intelligent technology in the new Audi 
Q2, the Vorsprung durch Technik 
brand's first crossover which will join 
the currently three-strong Audi Q 
range later this summer priced from 
£20,230 OTR. Head of Audi Design 
Marc Lichte and his team have taken 
the compact SUV in a bold new 
styling direction intended to appeal to 
a younger audience, and have com¬ 
bined this with a quality of finish and 
a portfolio of connectivity, infotain¬ 
ment and assistance systems that 
will be instantly familiar from the 
larger Audi models. 

"In the Audi Q2 we have developed 
a distinctively geometric form lan¬ 
guage with model-specific design 
characteristics. The car exhibits an in¬ 
dependent character within the Q 
family," says Lichte. 

Rugged look 

The result is a powerful SUV that 
shows a lot of vertices and edges. At 
the front, a strong image is created by 
the high-mounted Singleframe grille 
in octagonal design as well as the 
large air inlets. Especially eye-catch¬ 
ing is the low roof that descends and 
merges into the C-pillars with colour 
offset blades.

THE need to integrate today’s 
consumer technologies such as 
smartphones seamlessly into our 
homes, offices and cars is becom¬ 
ing essential for many. Recognising 
thistrend, when designingthe new 
Tiguan, Volkswagen engineers have 
ensured the car is packed with 
state-of-the-art features that 
support connectivity and function¬ 
ality more easily than ever. 

The new Tiguan’s cool, calm, con¬ 
nected nature enables its driver 
and passengers to stay in touch 
while on the move. Whether it’s 
getting the latest traffic informa¬ 
tion, streaming some music or dic¬ 
tating a text hands-free the latest 
Volkswagen SUV is equipped for 
the task. 

All new Tiguans offer, as a mini¬ 
mum, Volkswagen’s impressive 
Composition Media system. This 
includes an eight-inch colour 
touch-screen, DAB digital radio re¬ 
ceiver, CD player, USB connection 
and the simultaneous pairing, via 
Bluetooth, of two compatible mo¬ 
bile phone devices. 

Once a smartphone is paired with 
the Tiguan the driver or passenger 
can make and receive phone calls 
via the car’s built-in microphone 
and infotainment speakers. When 
the car is stationary the driver or 
passenger can even read and reply 
to SMS text messages using the 
touch-screen display, if they have 
an Android smartphone. 

Internet on the move 

Of course mobile phones now do 
so much more than merely text or 
call contacts. This is where Volk¬ 
swagen’s Car-Net comes in. Car- 
Net refers to in-car internet 
connectivity and it brings the best 
functions of a smartphone - enter¬ 
tainment and convenience - into 
the Tiguan, simply and securely. 

A range of services are available, 
and for access to the full function¬ 
ality all the driver needs to do is set 
up an account at volkswagen-car- 
net.com and download the Car-Net 
app to their smartphone. 

Car-Net kicks off with the 
App-Connect system. Available on 
entry-level S trim, and standard on 
all other trims, App-Connect allows 
the display screen of a smartphone 
to be ‘mirrored’ on the Tiguan's 
Composition Media touch-screen 
by connecting the phone via a USB 
cable. This is compatible with 
smartphones that run Apple, 
Google and Android operating 
systems, meaning the function 
is available to almost every 
smartphone user. 

Crucially, the Tiguan also allows 
the use of certified apps on its info¬ 
tainment touch-screen. And if the 
app supports voice control then 
that will work in the Tiguan too! 
With safety in mind, only certain 
apps can be used while the Tiguan’s 
wheels are in motion. 

One such app is MirrorLink’s Cam 
Connect. This allows the infotain¬ 
ment display to be connected to a 
GoPro camera, which can be 
mounted in the vehicle or in a trailer 
that’s being towed by the Tiguan. 
This is useful if you have a dog in the 


rear of the vehicle, or if you're 
towing a horse box and you want 
to check on your animal without 
having to pull over. 

In the fast-moving world of digital 
development, the list of apps that 
are accessible while on the move is 
growing all the time. Apple’s 
CarPlay supports Spotify; the 
music streaming service, Stitcher; 
which offers a variety of radio 
shows and podcasts; and the 
video calling app Skype. Android 
Auto works with a variety of 
apps, including instant messengers 
WhatsApp and KiK, and Google- 
Hangouts too. These apps are 
navigated using the car’s steering 
wheel controls. 

Volkswagen’s ‘Guide and Inform’ 
system is the next step in truly 
bringing the online world into the 
new Tiguan. It operates via Volk¬ 
swagen’s familiar Discover Naviga¬ 
tion system and opens up access to 
a wide range of useful information, 
including traffic conditions, fuel lo¬ 
cation and pricing, parking space 
availability, the weather at the des¬ 
tination and customisable news 
feeds. A press of the Point of Inter¬ 
est button in the navigation menu 
provides a wide variety of options 
to find the precise information re¬ 
quired. For example, a list of petrol 
stations can be sorted by the dis¬ 
tance from the Tiguan or even by 
the price of the fuel. 

Alternatively, the driver can 
search for points of interest on the 
volkswagen-car-net.com website 
while at home or at work. The 
‘Destination Import' function then 
allows them to send the informa¬ 
tion to the Tiguan’s navigation sys¬ 
tem. Complete routes can be sent 
to the car so the driver simply gets 
in, downloads the journey and 
starts driving. 

Once under way, the Tiguan will 
know if traffic is building up along 
the route and will re-calculate the 
journey to find the fastest option. 
The Tiguan’s live traffic information 
is based on the Traffic Message 
Channel, which supplies continu¬ 
ously updated traffic data through¬ 
out Europe. Alternative routes are 
automatically chosen and the cor¬ 
responding estimated time of ar¬ 
rival is updated accordingly. 

All Car-Net ‘Guide and Inform’ 
services are standard equipment 
on trims from SE Navigation and 


above, and are optional on 
the Tiguan S. A three-year 
subscription to the ‘Guide and 
Inform' service is included, so the 
maps are constantly updated, too. 

Tiguan's active information 

The most comprehensive mobile 
connectivity available in new 
Tiguan is Car-Net ‘Guide and Inform 
Plus’. Optional on S, SE Navigation, 
SEL and R-Line trims, ‘Guide and 
Inform Plus’ adds voice activation 
technology to the already thorough 
‘Guide and Inform’ offering. It 
brings Google Earth™ into the 
car, while Google Street View™ 
can also be displayed on the colour 
touch-screen. 

A crucial feature of Car-Net is the 
way in which the Car-Net app acts 
as an e-Remote for the new Tiguan. 
Before the driver gets into the car, 
he or she can use the Car-Net 
e-Remote to pre-set the air 
conditioning so the cabin is at 
their preferred temperature. The 
e-Remote also displays the 
vehicle’s mileage, last parking posi¬ 
tion and will even inform the driver 
if the headlights are on or not. 

The connectivity of the new 
Tiguan makes it one of the most 
advanced cars in its class, but it’s 
far from a‘one trick’SUV. Another 
technological highlight is the Active 
Info Display: a 12.3-inch high 
resolution TFT display screen 
located in the instrument binnacle. 
It offers a digital speedo and 
tachometer, and the display can be 
customised to show almost any of 
the car’s other parameters. Partic¬ 
ularly useful is the wide-screen 
navigation display, which replicates 
the information on the TFT display 
in the centre console. Active Info 
Display is available on trims from SE 
and up, and is standard on the SEL 
and R-Line models. 

Another key feature is the Head- 
up Display that projects driving 
information, including current 
speed and the speed limit, onto a 
retractable screen within the 
driver’s field of vision. This fighter 
jet-inspired technology is an option 
on Tiguans from SE and above.
